NITROGEN FOR CORN 

As I have said many 
times before, let’s not let 
ourselves be the limiting 
factor in producing high 
ylelds of corn. We have 
to take the rainfall as it 
comes--this is a risk that 
must be overcome, How- 
ever, just about every Cof- 
fee County grower can 
make certain that a lack 
of Nitrogen doesn’t limit 
his corn yield, 

How much Nitrogen 
should be used? If youhave 
a good stand, thatis spaced 
12-15 inches apart, use at 
least one hundred pounds 
of sidedressing. This would 
mean three bags of am- 
monium nitrate. If your 
stand is poor, use less 
than this.

WEATHER 

I don’t believe I can 
remember a March and 
April combined just like 
this one. Usually we have 
big rains during Marchand 
April, I canremember a lot 
of fields being washed bad- 
ly right after planting. We 
need rain desperately, 
Pastures are hurting badly 
and so are gardens and 
lawns, not to mention corn, 
cotton and peanuts. The 
only advice I can give is 
to say that a good fertilizer 
program can bring pas- 
tures back quickly after 
dry weather. I surely hope 
that we can get good stands 
of cotton, corn and peanuts 
before it is too late. 


THINNING PEACHES 

A lot of peach trees in 
Coffee County will proba- 
bly have more peaches than 
they can mature to good 
size, Sometimes you need 
to thin the fruit on these 
trees, especially the early 
varieties, Thin when the 
peaches are about the size 
of a bird egg. Thin early 
varieties 6-8 inches apart 
and late varieties 4-6 inch- 
es apart. Thinning really 
pays off in larger, better 
quality fruit. It is atedious 
job: that can be done by 
taking fruit off by hand 
where only a few trees are 
involved,

IRON DEFICIENCY 

Shrubs and lawns, even 
though well-fertilized and 
watered, sometimes turn 
yellow, If you have en- 
countered this problem, 
here’s advice for you, 

This condition could be 
an iron deficiency caused 
by excessive phosphorus 
in the soil, Or, the soil 
P-H could be too high, 

The condition can be 
temporarily corrected by 
spraying with a solution 
containing iron, There are 
commercial preparations 
available, Use these as di- 
rected, Also, Ferrous Sul- 
fate, used at the rate of 
one teaspoon per gallon of 
water, is effective, 

However, I’d like to 
stress that to permanente 
ly remedy the condition, 
a soil test is necessary, 
It will determine whether 
the P-H is too high or if 
there is too much phos- 
phorus present, If the P-H 
is too high, acid-forming 
materials such as Sulfur 
can be applied to reduce 
it,

The new people who 
come into a community be- 
cause of a new industrial 
plant are not limited to the 
workers in the plant by any 
means, A U, S, Chamber 
of Commerce study of 
eleven counties showed that

Employment 
High In State 
During 1966 


Alabama’s employment 
reached another all-time 
high in 1966, as the non- 
agricultural sector of Ala- 
bama’s monthly employ- 
ment reached an average of 
914,200, a gain of 3.4 per 
cent over the 1965 average 
of 884,100. 

This record-setting 
work force is given special 
recognition this month by 
Alabama Industry Days, 
April 24-29, 

Manufacturing employ- 


Textiles Consume 
Record Amount 
Of Cotton 


Alabama textile mills’ 
consumption of cotton in 
1966 was at its highest 
since the Korean War 
period, stimulated by the 
growing military and 
civilian demand. 

Consumption rose to 
1,147,965 bales last year, 
aid the annual index was 
pushed to 124 per cent of 
the 1957-59 average. The 
rate of increase over 1965 
in this state was greater 
than the rate recorded for 
the nation or the remainder 
of the Southeast. 

According to the Bureau 
of Business Research, Ala- 
bama’s entire textile in- 
dustry reflected a banner 
year in 1966. Four large 
mills were recently con- 
structed in the state and 
are considered among the 
most modern in the works, 

Despite the fact that the 
new plants have the latest 
technically developed ma- 
chinery and the state’s 
older facilities have been 
highly automated, the Bu- 
reau reports that both the 
annual total payroll and 
total employment in the 
industry increased over the 
previous year.

government, with an av- 
erage monthly employment 
increase from 112,700 in 
1965 to 122,300 in 1966, 


an increase of 5,3 per cent.

Unemployment in Ala- 
bama in 1966 was generally 
higher than in 1965, the 


highest rate of unemploy-

Although unem- 
ployment rate was higher 
in 1966, initial benefit 
slaims for unemployment 
compensation were down, 
Job applications in-

Newsprint consumption in the United States during 1¥6@6 
will reach levels for the fifth consecutive year, according to 
Dr. Jon G. Udell, visiting associate professor at Cornell Uni- 
versity. Moreover, Dr. Udell sees another record year in pros- 
pect for 1967. His estimate for 1966 is 9.13 million tons, a 
gain of 8 per cent over 1965 and nearly 38 per cent greater 
than 1955. 

Newspapers in cities under 100,000 population had the great- 
est growth rate from 1966 through 19665 in both circulation and 
newsprint consumption, Dr. Udell’s latest analysis disclosed.

If there is to be any change 
in the present integration 
f formula, which has been in 
effect since 1951, NAM favors 
its replacement with another 
formula that would be based 
upon the benefits actually re- 
ceived by an employee. How- 
ever, such a change, NAM cau- 
tioned, “should be made only 
after careful study and based 
upon the judgment of experi- 
enced actuaries.” 

In order to comply with the 
proposed formula companies 
would be required (1) reduce 
benefits up to an estimated one- 
third to employees above the 
$6,600 Social Security wage 
base, or (2) increase benefits 
to those below the wage base 
at an estimated increase in a 
company’s pension cost as 
much as 40%, 

By the first alternative, the 
NAM explained, hardships 
would beset many employees 
who have planned for their re- 
 tirement with benefits they ex- 
pect to receive under pension 
plans previously approved by 
the Internal Revenue Service; 
by the second alternative, the 
sharply increased pension costs 
would add to a company’s cost 
of doing business, without any 
corresponding increase in pro- 
ductivity, and would have an 
inflationary impact upon the 
nation’s economy. 

The NAM concluded, “Pri- 
vate pension plans serve an im- 
portant function in providing 
benefits for retired workers. 
We urge that careful consider- 
ation be given to any proposal 
which might act as a substan- 
tial deterrent to the continuing 
expansion and improvement of 
private pension plans in indus- 
try, or which might undermine 
public confidences in a system 
that has functioned so well 
over the years,”
